The Raleigh Amateur Radio Society 
The Raleigh Amateur Radio Society, Inc. (RARS) was founded 
in 1969 and continues to serve and support the Amateur Radio 
community in the greater Triangle area. In 1999, we incorpo- 
rated a new RARS, and obtained 501(c)(3) Non-Profit tax 
status. 

The objectives of the club are to promote worldwide friend- 
ship through Amateur Radio; to be of public service by 
providing radio communications in times of disaster, emer- 
gency, or civic need; to educate members in radio technique; 
and to provide training classes to assist in obtaining Amateur 
Radio licenses. 

Anyone interested in Amateur Radio is eligible to apply for 
membership. Dues for regular licensed amateurs are $18.00 
per year (from July 1 through June 30). Additional immediate 
family members pay $5.00 each per year. Dues for licensed 
amateurs older than 59 or younger than 16 are $12.00 per 
year. Dues for non-licensed Associate members are $9.00 per 
year.

Dear Sir: 


Join Us At The 
RARS Dinner 


On September 5, 2001 we required you to 
re-take the Technician Class Amateur 
examination under the supervision of a 
VE of the American Radio Relay League. 
The examination was to have been completed 
on or before October 30, 2001. 


You did not appear for this examination, and as 
a result the Wireless telecommunications 
Bureau has cancelled your 

Amateur license. Continued operation of radio 
transmitting equipment would be a violation of 
Section 301 of the 

Communications Act of 1934, as amended, and 
would lead to criminal penalties in cooperation 
with the United 

States Attorney in your jurisdiction. 


Editor's note: A Butler County (Ohio) Grand 

Jury has indicted Kelly on a 4th degree felony 

of disruption of public 

service in connection with alleged jamming of 

the Middletown, Ohio, police radio system in 

July. Every 4th Tuesday, 6:30 pm at 
Fat Daddy’s on Glenwood Ave. 


Although this repeater has been identifying with the NY4X call sign, you have represented that you own and operate the 
repeater, and that it is operated by “the club trustees”. 


Section 97.205 of the Commission’s rules states that where there is interference between a coordinated and an 
uncoordinated repeater, “the licensee of the uncoordinated repeater has primary responsibility to resolve the interference”. 
Section 308(b) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 47 U.S.C. Section 308(b), gives the Commission the 
authority to request information from a licensee regarding the operation of a radio station. Accordingly, you are requested to 
respond to this letter within 20 days from the above date, furnishing the following information. 

1). Is your repeater identifying as NY4X coordinated? If so: 

a). Furnish a copy of the coordination document. 


b). State the circumstances, if any, under which you are operating the repeater in a manner not consistent with the 
coordination. 


2). If your repeater identifying as NY4X is not coordinated, or if it is coordinated but is not being operated in 
accordance with the coordination, state what, if any, action you have taken to obtain coordination. 


3). Have you received complaints regarding the operation of the repeater identifying as NY4X ? If so: 
a). State the details of the complaints, if they were oral, and state what action, if any, you took to resolve them. 


b). If the complaints were in writing, state what action, if any, you took in response to the complaints and furnish 
a copy of each complaint. 


4). If the repeater is operated under the auspices of a club, give full details and the name and address of all trustees of the 
club repeater. 


The information you submit will be used to determine what action to take in this matter. Please be advised that deliberate 
interference from your repeater will result in enforcement action against you and against your license for AG4AZ.
